Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 12.—The situa­ 
tion here is graver than it has been at 
any time since the bloody affray of Fri­ 
day afternoon. There is strong reason 
to fear a conflict between the strikers 
and the military, and there is an indi­ 
cation that from 5,000 to 7,000 more 
miners will join the malcontents. 
Feeling continues high against Sher­ 
iff Martin and his deputies, and the in­ 
tensity of the situation is such that a 
sudden turn of the head or a word 
spoken above the ordinary tone brings 
a running crowd. The soldiers are 
watchful and ready for any emergency, 
and the people of the town are in a 
state which may easily become panic. 
Trouble is in the air, and if it is to 
come the time will be today. This is 
d e a r from the words used by Gen. 
Gobin, commander of the Third bri­ 
gade. The striking miners have made 
elaborate preparations for a demonstra­ 
tion at the funeral of ten of the victims. 
The military authorities are deter­ 
mined that nothing of the kind shall 
be permitted, and that from this time 
on there shall be no marching of any 
character, whether during funerals or 
otherwise. This resolution is not gen­ 
erally known, and the miners are go­ 
ing on with their arrangements. 
Dr. H. P. Lewendoski, of New York, 
representing the Polish societies of that 
city, arrived here Sunday. He is em­ 
powered to assist the strikers in every 
possible way—to help them to gain 
their demands from the operators and 
to arrange for the prosecution of the 
sheriff and deputies. Later in the day 
he said he had received word that a 
check for $1,000 from the National Pol­ 
ish Alliance, which recently met in 
Philadelphia, has been sent on for the 
aid of the miners, and that he has 
promises of additional large subscrip­ 
tions from New York and other cities. 
General Gobin talked over the tele­ 
phone to Governor Hastings for an 
hour or more Sunday afternoon. He 
said he had merely made a formal re­ 
port to the governor of the situation. 
It is apparent, however, that the com-1 
imander is not cheered by the immedi­ 
ate outlook, although he says he thinks 
there will be no further turbulence. He 
Would not say when the troops are 
likely to be withdrawn, and he has re4 
solved to act with the utmost rigor. 
Furthermore, he made a revelation 
which put a startling aspect upon the 
situation. This was that the house of 
the engineer of No. 3 colliery had been 
broken into Saturday night by six 
masked men, and the engineer un­ 
mercifully beaten. The only work the 
man has been doing Is the pumping 
necessary to free the mine from water. 
The additions to the strikers’ ranks, 
if made, will be the men 
at 
Coxe’s 
mines, and should they go out the last 
big anthracite company in the region 
will be idle. 
It was not known until 
Sunday that the 2,000 men employed 
at colliery No. 7 had a 
meeting at 
Stockton and drew up a petition to the 
operators demanding an 
increase in 
wages of IO per cent. 
This will be 
presented to-day, and the action 
in 
event of refusal is “strike.” It is ac­ 
cepted as a fact that if these men go 
out all the others employed by Dempy 
will join them, making the total num­ 
ber something between 5,000 and 7,000 
from these mines alone. 
There are now twenty-two numbered 
among the dead and forty-nine suffer­ 
ing from wounds inflicted by bullets 
from the guns in the hands of deputy 
sheriffs last Friday. The entire valley 
is in mourning. 
There is very strong 
feeling among the people because of 
the unfortunate event. 
The presence 
of state militia and the condition of 
martial law do not tend to lessen the 
bitterness of spirit. 
Men 
who 
are 
known as reputable and law-abiding 
citizens declare the shooting down of 
strikers at Lattimer was nothing less 
than a massacre. It is even compared 
with the Wyoming massacre, 
which 
took place just across the mountains 
more than a century ago. 
Sheriff Martin arrived in this city 
Sunday. He was hissed and hooted on 
all sides, but nobody attempted to do 
him injury.

THIRD BIG WRECK 
WITHIN THE WEEK 


Indiana Operator* Undecided. 
Terre Haute, Ind., Sept. 13.—There is 
considerable confusion as to what will 
be done in the Indiana mining field as 
a result of the Columbus settlement. 
The Indiana operators have not been 
consulted at any time, and have said 
they will be guided by the result in 
Illinois. 
Some of them say they will 
try to start their mines at once at the 
56-cent price, which is differential on 
the 65 for the Pittsburg district, but 
they also say that they are willing to 
pay this price at present because the 
market price of coal will warrant them 
in doing so. They also believe that the 
Illinois miners will make a strong fight 
to bring their operators to terms, and 
that at least while this effort is being 
made Indiana can pay the price, but 
that if the Illinois operators again be­ 
gin mining coal under the Indiana 
price, Indiana miners will have to ac­ 
cept a reduction, as they did last May. 
President Knight, of the m iners has 
not returned from Columbus, and un­ 
til his arrival the question cannot be 
passed upon.
